Harper hits town 

Tory leader gets smeared over tarsands oil at local rally

Close to 1,000 Conservative 
party supporters roared 
and cheered for Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Stephen Harp¬ 
er at an Edmonton pep ral¬ 
ly as they packed a small 
room north of downtown 
last night. 

“This country does not 
need higher taxes, this 
country doesn’t need a 
higher tax, and this coun¬ 
try does not need to go 
back into deficit,” Harper 
told supporters in the Ra- 


mada Hotel and Confer¬ 
ence Centre. The vow was 
met with deafening cheers 
from the pro-Tory crowd. 

“What this countiy needs 
are sensible investments 
targeted to grow our econo¬ 
my and improve the lives of 
eveiyday Canadians.” 

Harper said those in¬ 
vestments include $43 
million in fuel tax funding 
to support the new Alber¬ 
ta Art Gallery in Edmon¬ 
ton, funding nanotechnol¬ 
ogy, cash to boost the 
city’s transit security and 
investing in a new inter¬ 
change on the Queen Eliz¬ 


abeth II Highway. 

“In troubled economic 
times, Canada needs a 
proven, prudent plan,” 
said Harper. “Canada 
needs to keep moving for¬ 
ward on lower taxes. 

As soon as Harper 
walked up the podium 
three Greenpeace protest¬ 
ers unfurled a large banner 
that read “World’s dirtiest 
oil, stop the tarsands,” just 
steps behind and left of the 
Tory leader.

During a meeting with 
the Toronto Star’s editorial 
board yesterday, May said 
there has never been a more 
important time for public 
debate on the environment. 

Not only are voters deeply 
interested in green issues, 
she said, but the next gov¬ 
ernment will leave its im¬ 
print on the future of green¬ 
house gas emissions when 
world leaders converge in 
Copenhagen next year for 
their final meeting before 
the Kyoto Protocol runs out 
in 2012. 

“That is why I went into 
politics, because every 
group in this country is be¬ 
ing muzzled at the very 
time that they need to get 
their voices raised the loud¬ 
est,” said May, who ran the 
Sierra Club of Canada until 
becoming Green party 
leader in 2006. 

“What a crime it is that 
David Suzuki can’t say a 
thing in an election cam¬ 
paign because the Suzuki 
Foundation will lose its 
charitable status. This is ap¬ 
palling.” 


May said two issues are at 
play: 

• Fear among many envi¬ 
ronmentalists that the Con¬ 
servatives, if re-elected, will 
cut funding or deny meet¬ 
ings with political leaders to 


groups that were openly 
critical during the cam¬ 
paign. May said the B.C. 
chapter of the outspoken 
Sierra Club felt a political 
sting late last month when a 
signed government contract 


for a local climate-change 
action program was unex¬ 
pectedly cut by the Environ¬ 
ment Ministry. 

• Groups registered as 
charities fear they will face 
audits that could lead to a 
loss of their status if they 
speak out, because Canada 
Revenue Agency rules pro¬ 
hibit charities from partisan 
political action during an 
election. These rules apply 
to all charities, not just envi¬ 
ronmental groups.

offenders who cause injury 
or death to a fetus during 
an assault on a pregnant

Bloc support 
on the rise 
in Quebec 


poll Conservative support 
in Quebec is slipping amid 
mounting criticism over 
arts cuts and harsher penal¬ 
ties for youth criminals, 
leading to a resurgence for 
the Bloc Quebecois, a new 
poll suggests.

The 
Tories yesterday stood at 23 
per cent, down from 27 per 
cent on Sept. 15. 

The survey of 307 Quebe¬ 
cers has a margin of error 
of 5.5 percentage points, 19 
times out of 20, and is part 
of a rolling poll of 1,243 
Canadians across the coun- 
tiy.

Dion yesterday launched 
a vigorous attack against 
Harper’s “incompetence” 
on the economy, charging 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment has been blind to the 
financial turmoil in the 
United States. 

Dion jumped on the 
stark warning delivered by 
U.S. President George W. 
Bush Wednesday night as 
proof that Wall Street’s 
dramatic financial woes 
will spill over into Canada. 

“Today, Mr. Harper is 
perhaps the only Canadian 
who seems to ignore what 
is happening in the United 
States, our largest trading 
partner,” Dion said in a 
speech to the Quebec 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“This is the height of ir¬ 
responsibility. We cannot 
pretend that Canada will 
not be affected by what 
George Bush said (Wednes¬ 
day) night. And he said 


that our entire economy is 
in danger.” 

Harper has repeatedly 
sought to reassure Canadi¬ 
ans that the economy here 
remains fundamentally 
strong, a theme he contin¬ 
ued yesterday. 

“It’s not the time to do 
anything new, wild or stu¬ 
pid,” Harper told reporters 
in Victoria, B.C. 

“I think this will contin¬ 


ue to be a slow and a tense 
and a somewhat difficult 
period. I think we will be 
fine — not great — but we 
will be fine.” 

But Dion mocked that 
outlook, claiming that 
Harper has a “laissez-faire, 
we-don’t-care” attitude 
that rejects government in¬ 
volvement to spur the 
economy.

CALGARY 


Calgary Centre Conservative 
incumbent Lee Richardson 
took his moment in the spot¬ 
light of controversy after 
connecting immigration 
with a rising crime rate, 
spurring calls from compet¬ 
ing candidates for his resig¬ 
nation. Liberal Leader 
Stephane Dion made his first 
appearance of the campaign 
in Calgary at a town hall 
meeting Monday night, 
shooting down an offer from 
NDP Leader Jack Layton to 
form a coalition in order to 
guarantee the ousting of 
Conservatives from power. 


VANCOUVER 


It was another wacky week out 
West as a third NDP candidate 
dropped out of the race, while 
old blogs came back to haunt 
one of the Tories. Julian West, 
candidate for Saanich-Gulf Is¬ 
lands, quit after admitting to 
skinny-dipping in front of mi¬ 
nors during an environmental 
conference 12 years ago. Two 
other NDP hopefuls had 
already dropped out because 
of past pro-marijuana endorse¬ 
ments. Conservative Ryan 
Warawa, who's still in the run¬ 
ning in Vancouver-East, 
allegedly supports the legaliza¬ 
tion of pot and prostitution in 


brothels, according to a series 
of 2004 blogs that resurfaced 
recently. A spokesperson for 
the party acknowledged the 
posts Tuesday and said 
Warawa now supports the par¬ 
ty's platform. Warawa didn't 
speak for himself and neither 
did another Conservative can¬ 
didate, Dona Cadman, who 
was shielded by the RCMP 
from answering reporters' 
questions Tuesday night. This 
led to accusations by the Liber¬ 
als that the Mounties were 
used as a “political tool.” 

HALIFAX 

The biggest election news in 


Halifax this week was about a 
former candidate. Rosamond 
Luke, who was a hand-picked 
Conservative candidate for the 
NDP stronghold of Halifax for 
just two days, was accused of 
financial mismanagement by 
the women's organization she 
helped found. Board members 
say Luke, who made $60,000 a 
year, wrote $85,000 in 
unapproved cheques she 
couldn't back up. Luke 
resigned as the candidate after 
a criminal conviction came to 
light. 

OTTAWA 

On Monday, the 


Conservatives chose the Ot- 
tawa-Vanier riding — a 
downtown district that has 
been struggling with youth- 
related crime — to announce 
they would toughen the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act 
and increase the budget of 
the Youth Gang Prevention 
Fund to $10 million per year.

Lucky Ones a bland flick

Using William Wyler’s 
classic 1946 drama The Best 
Years of Our Lives — about 
Second World War vets fac¬ 
ing difficulties coming 
home — as his model, Burg¬ 


er unfortunately simplifies 
the conflicts. 

The Lucky Ones is The 
Best Years of Our Lives 
reconceived as a sitcom. 

The story focuses on 
three soldiers: T.K. (Mic¬ 
hael Pena), wounded by 
shrapnel in the groin; 
Cheever (Tim Robbins) re¬ 
turning home to a broken 
family; and Colee (Rachel 
McAdams) who sets out to 
return her boyfriend’s gui¬ 
tar back to his family after 
he dies saving her life. 

Although Burger tries to 
show how these soldiers are 
returning to heal both phys¬ 
ical — and emotional — 


wounds, every plot point 
(including TICs impotence) 
becomes a metaphor alert. 

The hardships encoun¬ 
tered on their travels, from 
St. Louis to Las Vegas, be¬ 
come tired episodes of 
character building. 

In The Illusionist, Burger 
told a satisfyingly, old-fash¬ 
ioned story about the illu¬ 
siveness of magic because 
he turned the cliches of 
the genre into elegant 
tricks. 

But The Lucky Ones, re¬ 
lying on cheap and easy 
ironies, takes the road to 
recovery with highly pre¬ 
dictable results.

review It’s hard to pick a 
film with Spike Lee’s name 
on it that wasn’t controver¬ 
sial, but the director got off 
to an early start this time 
by provoking a word war 
with Clint Eastwood, ac¬ 
cusing the director of two 
films about Iwo Jima of be¬ 
ing racist for not depicting 
black soldiers onscreen. 

Lee’s latest film is doubt¬ 
less the sort of thing he was 
suggesting Eastwood should 
have made, and it’s loaded 
more than enough for Lee’s 
critics and fans to fight 
about in weeks to come. 

Using a real-life mas¬ 
sacre of innocent civilians 
by German troops as his in¬ 
spiration, Lee’s film fol¬ 
lows a quartet of black GIs 
who are cut off from their 
unit behind enemy lines. 

They rely on a remote vil¬ 
lage to hide them, and the 
wounded and traumatized 
little boy one of them has 
adopted, while their com¬ 
manding officer demands 
that they bring back a cap¬ 
tured German to confirm an 
imminent attack. 

Like any war film, the 
men inhabit distinct char¬ 
acter types — you might 
even call them cliches if 
you wished to be unkind.

There’s the dutiful and 
conscientious leader (Der¬ 
ek Luke), the cynical bad 
ass (Michael Ealy), the reli¬ 
gious everyman (Laz Alon¬ 
so) and the childlike giant 
(Oman Benson Miller). 

The Italians they en¬ 
counter are just as arche¬ 
typical, from the smolder¬ 
ing village hottie (Valenti¬ 
na Cervi) to the guilt- 
haunted partisan leader, 
and the crusty old Fascist 
with a heart of gold. 

Lee has clearly been 
studying his war films, and 
there are shots and whole 
scenes that evoke prece¬ 
dents from Von Ryan’s Ex¬ 
press to The Big Red One, 
but the film has a looseness 
and disjointed continuity 
that suggest a drastic editing 
down that is only partly mit¬ 
igated by its lunge into the 
fantastical at the end. 

Despite his habitual con¬ 
tentiousness, Lee is still a 
marvelous craftsman, and 
when something works it 
really works, though not 
enough to make Miracle At 
St. Anna anything like an 
unqualified success.

Moore can't believe the shock over Blindness

feature Julianne Moore 
doesn’t know what the big 
deal is. Her latest film Blind¬ 
ness — it opens next Friday 
— has been getting noticed 
for its audacious look at hu¬ 
manity’s breakdown during 
times of crisis. 

Sure, it includes some 
shocking moments — like 
a scene where a group of 
seemingly civilized women 
hand over sex for food — 
but as the four-time Oscar- 
nominated actress won¬ 
ders: What’s the big sur¬ 
prise? 


“People have been horri¬ 
fied by the rape scenes but 
that’s routine in war 
times,” says Moore during 
a recent interview in Tor¬ 
onto. “It’s a violent crime, 
it happens all over the 
world all the time when 
people are not being so- 
called civilized so there’s 
nothing that happens in 
this movie that we’re not 
capable of.” 

It’s a frightening possi¬ 
bility; perhaps that’s partly 
why Jose Saramago’s ac¬ 
claimed novel has taken 
ten-plus years to get to the 
big screen. 

In fact, it was a Canadian 
(Don McKellar) who finally 


adapted the gripping stoiy 
of a city gone blind by a 
mysterious virus. As the 
film exemplifies, morals 
crumble under duress and 
life can swiftly unfold into 
chaos. 

“Sadly, I don’t think we 
do anything in this movie 
that is particularly unusual 
that we haven’t seen in the 
news,” insists Moore. 

“When we first walked in 
and saw the set of what the 
wards were supposed to 
look like after (they’ve been 
quarantined with the infect¬ 
ed), it looked just like the 
Super Dome during (Hurri¬ 
cane) Katrina. I mean it 
looked exactly like that.” 


The authenticity of the 
sets only added to the ease 
of preparing to play the on¬ 
ly person left with (in this 
case) the disability to see. 
Moore, who also starred in 
the 2006 dystopian drama 
Children of Men, insists 
such a bleak role is always 
easier to play than fantasti¬ 
cal characters. 

“If I had to emotionally 
say, ‘Hey, I can be invisi¬ 
ble’, I don’t know if I could 
figure out what that felt 
like,” admits Moore. “But 
if it’s something I’ve read 
about in the newspaper 
and I know people are ac¬ 
tually capable of doing it 
then I can figure it out.”

Sure, it’s as convoluted 
as it sounds, but apart 
from some fascinating un¬ 
conventionalities — like 
Victor wondering if he is

It’s not Rockwell’s fault.

review Shoot on Sight is a 
complicated drama that 
addresses family life, 
racism, politics, religion 
and terrorism. But in the 
end, it pays off as a good, 
old-fashioned police 
thriller. 

A fictional story based 
on the London police’s or¬ 
der to shoot suspected ter¬ 
rorists after the July 2005 
transit-system bombings, 
Muslim cop Tariq Ali 
(Naseeruddin Shah) is 
called to lead the investiga¬ 
tion of the killing of an in¬ 
nocent Muslim man at a 
subway stop. 

Ali is the flashpoint for 
all the issues of this film. 
The pressure comes from 
everywhere: Distrusted by 
his coworkers, his own fel¬ 
low Muslims and troubled 
by parenting problems. It 
seems Ali will never get 
any peace. Shah gives the 
role a quiet dignity and re¬ 
straint. Yet, there’s also an 
intensity; building and 


building until the resolu¬ 
tion of the story. 

Director Jag Mundhra 
has a lot to handle, and the 
film is on the cusp of hav¬ 
ing too many story lines 
(some scenarios are 
brought up and promptly 
dropped). But Mundhra un¬ 
folds things naturally, so 
the complex story is never 
overwhelming or forced. 

Shoot on Sight avoids 
the easy stereotypes: Ter¬ 
rorists bad, police good. No 
one gets to stand on any 
moral high ground for 
long. It’s like real life: 
There are many factors at 
play in our lives, and we’re 


all flawed. 

Mundhra effectively por¬ 
trays the terrorists them¬ 
selves, and gives us a sense 
of the frustration and des¬ 
peration someone must 
feel to be willing to die to 
kill others. At the same 
time, we get the police per¬ 
spective. If they shoot an 
innocent Muslim man be¬ 
cause they think he’s a ter¬ 
rorist, they’re racist. If they 
don’t prevent a terrorist at¬ 
tack, they’re incompetent. 

All of these ideas are pre¬ 
sented in the context of an 
entertaining drama. Shoot 
on Sight isn’t preachy — 
just fascinating. 


Amal a gentle soul on film

does so without resorting 
to the usual fish-out-of- 
water cliches. 

Nagra’s performance is 
all restraint and subtlety. 
He says much more with 
his eyes and facial expres¬ 
sions than he does when 
he speaks. Koel Purie is the 
merchant Pooja Seth, a fre¬ 
quent customer of Amal’s, 
and his love interest in the 
film. 

Their screen chemistiy is 
half longing, half tension, 
and it comes off beautiful¬ 
ly. With these two, a sim¬ 
ple gesture like a hand 
touch is sexually explosive. 

An interesting subtext 


here is the conflict be¬ 
tween the old ways and the 
ever-forward march of 
technology: Amal’s liveli¬ 
hood is being threatened 
by a new subway. And al¬ 
though the lush scenery of 
New Delhi is integral to 
the film, the story could 
have been set anywhere. 

Nagra has said when he 
initially read the stoiy of 
Amal, he was put off by the 
ending. There’s no doubt 
some viewers will be frus¬ 
trated. Some may even go 
so far as to say it’s a 
copout. Others will say it’s 
fitting. 

Amal might say it is 
what it is. 


Canada’s answer to Spinal Tap: Anvil! 

Documentary screening at Edmonton International Film Festival

feature Is it myth or metal, 
or both? That’s the big 
question posed by Anvil! 
The Stoiy of Anvil, a music 
documentaiy chronicling 
the rise and fall and rise of 
the titular Canuck speed- 
metal legends. 

Anvil! is screening to¬ 
morrow night at the Em¬ 
pire City Centre Cinemas 
as part of the Edmonton In¬ 
ternational Film Festival. 
The movie will be followed 
by a live performance by 
the Toronto band at Centu- 
xy Casino. 

The stoiy goes that Anvil 
bandmates Steve (Lips) 
Kudlow and drummer 
Robb Reiner met as 
teenagers during the ’70s 
and vowed to rock togeth¬ 
er forever. By the early 
’80s, Anvil was a force to 
be reckoned with in the 
world of heavy metal — as 
documentary testimonials 
by the likes of Metallica’s 
Lars Ulrich and Slash (for¬ 
merly of Guns N’ Roses) at¬ 
test to. 

However, not long after 


its peak, label problems 
and band-related strife rel¬ 
egated Anvil to the annals 
of rock ’n’ roll obscurity. 
Today, Kudlow and Reiner 
are mere labourers in the 
Big Smoke, but they still 
get their band-on every 
weekend and continue to 
dream about landing their 
big break. 

Director Sacha Gervasi 
first befriended the duo 
when he was a teenager 
living in Eng¬ 
land during 
the ’80s and 
has stuck 

with the 
band ever 
since. While 
his documen¬ 
tary is al¬ 
ready being Sacha Gervasi 
called Cana¬ 
da’s answer to Spinal Tap, 
the hard-luclc stoiy of Anvil 
seems a bit like The Blair 
Witch Project — like, can 
this movie possibly be real? 

“I get that a lot. I direct¬ 
ed the movie and there are 
still parts of it I don’t be¬ 
lieve myself,” Gervasi 
laughs. “It’s admittedly 


ing people that the movie 
isn’t an elaborate ruse. 
Keep in mind that many 
people thought Spinal Tap 
was a real band when that 
movie came out. And 
Anvil’s drummer has the 
same name as Spinal Tap’s 
director — you can’t make 
this stuff up.” 

The Stoiy of Anvil, from 
the band’s hallowed 
heights to a disastrous tour 
of Europe in 2005, is both 
outlandish

Dirty house, southern hip- 
hop and electro take a 
Caribbean holiday on Ter¬ 
ry Lynn’s new disc. 

Kingston Logic 2.0 blends 
Lynn’s reggae flow with 
MIA-style bangers. The al¬ 
bum flips Sister Nancy’s 
legacy into a satirical take 
on the rudeboys of gang¬ 
ster artists like Bounty 
Killer. 

“I’ve been doing dance- 
hall for a long time, and 
found it wasn’t fulfilling 
anymore,” she said. “You 
get 20 different artists get¬ 
ting onto one rhythm, and 
that does not allow the 
artists to express them¬ 
selves.” 

Growing up with her 
mom in the markets of in¬ 
ner-city Kingston, trading 
rhymes with musicians 
who banged out rhythms 
on homemade drums, Lynn 
sharpened her skills by 
portraying the dark sides of

Waterhouse. 

“I’m really wondering if 
the world will be around 
much longer,” she said. “I 
needed to do something 
about it in my own way, 
and that’s what made me 
do my lyrical journalism.” 



The resulting album 
blends Lynn’s stark lyrics 
with beats from Toronto- 
based producer Phred. De¬ 
spite the difference in ge¬ 
ography — Phred is from 
Calgary — the pair have a 
lot in common. Lynn’s part¬ 
ner grew up listening to Ja¬ 
maican music, and so de¬ 
spite pulling in influences 
from U.K. grime, dirty 
south, electro and French 
house, his beats are consis¬ 
tent with a Caribbean 
sense of rhythm. But even 
the album’s most tradition¬ 
al-sounding tune — the 


folksy crooner River of 
Babylon — contains the un¬ 
derlying menace of a dis¬ 
torted blast that echoes 
through the song. 

“When me and Phred 
hooked up, we started 
drawing from different 
beats ... But our experi¬ 
ments are still Jamaican — 
that’s still the root (of our 
sound),” she said. “It’s like 
artwork: if everyone’s 
painting on canvas, why 
not paint on piece of wood 
or piece of stone?” 

Kingston Logic references 
the situations that Lynn has

watched growing up in Ja¬ 
maica — a region where 
natural disasters, gun vio¬ 
lence and the impact of 
economic policies vie for 
status in a cycle of tragedy. 
Income disparity and crime 
only add to the area’s trou¬ 
bles, which include hurri¬ 
canes and floods that tear 
houses apart during seven- 
month rainy seasons. The 
dark mood is reflected in 
the project’s accompanying

Rickards’ photographs of 
The Afflicted Yard and shots 
of Lynn pointing a massive 
revolver. 

“Those images are not 
meant to induce violence 
— I’m against violence. I 
use satirical images to ex¬ 
plain what goes on,” said 
Lynn. “I’m trying to raise 
awareness about crime and 
violence in Jamaica ... (and 
that) while some people 
can enjoy the beaches, 
most people—under¬ 

ground people, grassroots 
people — are struggling 
with their daily lives.”

hile For¬ 
mer U.S. 
President 
Ronald 
Reagan 
was beloved by conserva¬ 
tives, he was generally re¬ 
viled by those on the left, 
including much of the 
rock ’n’ roll community. 
Strange, then, that Ronnie 
was the one to usher in the 
era of the rock-song-as- 
campaign song. 

Up until 1984, candi¬ 
dates for high office in 
North America tended to 
avoid using rock music to 
pump up the crowds at ral¬ 
lies, conventions and 
speeches. Some — like 
Richard Nixon — even 
used ad agencies to cus¬ 
tom-write songs. 


In ’84, though, Reagan’s 
people (starting with con¬ 
servative writer George 
Will, who thought that 
Bruce Springsteen might 
actually endorse Reagan) 
wrongly interpreted Born 
in the U.S.A. has a patriotic 
song and began using it at 
rallies that September. 
Springsteen — a long-time 
registered Democrat — 
was most annoyed and 
asked that they cut it out. 
Meanwhile, Democrat Wal¬ 
ter Mondale chose Bill 
Conti’s Gonna Fly Now, the 
theme from all the Rocky 
movies. How cliche. 

The ’88 campaign was a 
snoozer with George Bush’s 
This Land is Your Land by 
Woody Guthrie (who, ironi¬ 
cally, was a life-long social¬ 
ist) facing off against 
Michael Dukakis and Neil 
Diamond’s America. 

Leave it to Bill Clinton to 
shake things up by intro¬ 
ducing Fleetwood Mac’s 
Don’t Stop in 1992, a song 
that became inseparable 
from every Clinton who 
has campaigned for office

ever since. Bob Dole could¬ 
n’t do any better than a re¬ 
worked version of the Sam 
and Dave song, Soul Man. 
“Dole Man” was downright 
embarrassing. 

Things evolved dramati¬ 
cally for the 2000 election. 
A1 Gore’s Democrats enlist¬ 
ed some Canadian help 
from Bachman-Turner 
Overdrive’s You Ain’t Seen 
Nothin’ Yet, which was 
augmented by The Call’s 
Let the Day Begin. Mean¬ 
while, current U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush coun¬ 
tered with Right Now from 
Van Halen — but only after 
Tom Petty threatened to 
sue over the Republicans’ 
appropriation of I Won’t 
Back Down. (In a classic 
screw-you move, Petty per¬ 
formed the song for the 
Gore faithful just minutes 
after A1 conceded.)

Teriyaki Swordfish 
Kebabs with Sweet 
Chili Noodles 

INGREDIENTS: 

550 g thick swordfish steaks 
4 small red onions, quartered 

1 large yellow pepper, seeded 
and cubed 

2 limes, sliced in wedges 

MARINADE: 

4 tablespoons teriyaki 
marinade 

1 tablespoon clear honey 
1 teaspoon sesame oil 
1 garlic clove, crushed 

SWEET CHILI NOODLES: 

250 g fine Chinese egg noodles 

1 tablespoon sunflower oil 

2 garlic cloves, sliced 

1 tablespoon finely chopped 
fresh ginger 

120 g snow peas, sliced 
6 green onions, shredded 
4 tablespoons sweet chili 
sauce 

2 tablespoons reduced-salt soy 
sauce 

METHOD: 

1. Soak wooden skewers in cold 
water for 30 minutes. Preheat 
barbecue. 

2. Cut swordfish into bite-sized 
pieces. Mix together marinade 
ingredients in a bowl, add fish 
and toss to coat. Thread fish 


onto skewers, alternating the 
fish with red onions, peppers 
and limes. 

3. Barbecue kebabs over medi¬ 
um heat until fish is just 
cooked but still slightly 
translucent in the centre and 
golden-brown. Turn kebabs 
halfway through cooking and 
baste with remaining 
marinade. 

4. While kebabs are cooking, 
cook noodles according to 
package instructions. Drain. 
Heat oil in a wok over high 
heat and cook garlic and gin¬ 
ger for 30 seconds. Add snow 
peas and green onions and stir- 
fry for 1 minute. Add noodles 
with the sweet chili and soy 
sauces, stir and toss together 
for 2 minutes. 

5. Spoon noodle mixture onto 
plates and top with fish 
kebabs.
